Andover ys. Exeter, 


The Yale News in a recent issue has 
an-interesting article on the Andover- 
Exeter contests, the intent of which 
seems to be to pave the way fora restora- 
tion of these once renowned contests. Tt 
is very doubtfulif it succecds, for the 
rivalry between Andover and Lawrenee- 
ville is now becoming established, and 
the recent foot-ball contest has increased 
that feeling. 

The News says: 


“The failure of Andover and. Exeter to 
meet in foot-ball this year may mean the 
end of a custom which has proven ex- 
tremely beneficial to the athletic inter- 
ests of both Yale and Harvard. Since 
1877 aspirit of friendly rivalry has ex- 
isted between the two academies which 
has kept up the interest in athletics of 
both to the highest pitch, Should con- 
tests cease to be held this interest would 
perconeiey subside, for there seems to 

»e no other preparatory school that could 
be a natural rival of eitheracademy. We 
heartily favor the meetings between An- 
dover and Lawrenceville, but we do not 
deem it advisable nor even possible for 
them to take the place of those between 
Andover wa Exeter. -A review of the 


past shows convincing evidence -that 
while ExeteN has won the minority of 
games, she has nevertheless furnished as 
much valuable material for college teams 
as Andover. The recent difficultions should 
present no hindrance to a renewal of the 
contests,,for they could be entirely elim- 
inated by the appointment of a board of 
alumni supervisors. As a possible solu- 
tion of this problem we would stggest 
that a committee of one from-each school 
be elected and that these two appuint-a 
third man, the three to compose an ad- 
visory board to the school athletic man- 
agements. It seems to us to be the pres-

REAL. ART IN BEGGING. 
The Beggar's First Step Is to Get the At- 


The ‘Béard of Cattle Commissioners 


‘of Massachusetts has sent out the state- 


ment which ‘follows, in regard to the 
development and spread of tuberculosis 
and for the purpose of accomplishing 
the objects stated have adopted the 
order which is printed in our advertis- 
ing columns to-day: 

The-development and spread of tuber> 
culosis among animals have assumed 
such proportions anJ constitute so great 
a menace to the health of the com- 
munity that the Board of Cattle Com- 
missioners have determined to adopt a 
fixed policy for the eradication of the 
disease, in general terms as follows: 

1st. Quarantine regulations upon cat- 
tle entering from without the borders 
of the Commonwealth. 

2d. Regulation of cattle traffic at 
Brighton, Watertown aud Somerville, 
which shall include all animals from 
within and without the Commonwealth. 

3d. Systematic inspection of all herds 
in the State. beginning at the Cape; 
followed by extermination of diseased 
animals, disinfection of contaminated 
premises, and fixed quarantine regula- 
tions. 

Careful investigations conducted 
by the Board in the use of tuberculin 
enable them to conscientiously add 
their endorsement to that of all careful 
investigators who have experimented 
with it since its discovery #¥ 1891, who 
agree— 

Ist. That tuberculin is a reliable 
agent for determining the presence of 
tuberculosis in cattle. 

2d. Thattuberculin properly prepared 


and carefully haudled can have no in- 


jurious effect upon healthy animals. 

3d. That it is the only known means 
whereby a positive diagnosis can be 
made in the early stages of the disease.’ 

In consideration of the above stated 
facts all herds in the State’ will. be sys- 
tematicaily examined and subjected to 
the tuberculin test; and for the efficient 
work of eradicating the disease 1 is 
essential that every tuberculous animal 
io whatever stage shall be found and 
destroyed. 

The extermination ‘of the Cisease 
front a given herd must be foliowed by 
thorough disinfection of contaminated 
buildings and_the careful exclusion of 
the herd-from-new-sourees of infection, 
each district to remain under quaran- 
ting regulations til] the State is covered. 
Such regulations shall allow the en- 
trance or exit .of all animals which, 
after being tested, have been branded 
with the seal of the commission, or 
until otherwise ordered by the Board. 

The cost to the State will be more 
than repaid in dollars and cents from 
the increased demand and value of the 
products derived from this source. 
Sanitarians, as well as all other intelli- 
gent people throughout the United 
States, look to Massachuseits as a State 
always at the front in all! matters of 
public health and welfare. 

The importance of the subject * is 
| sbnadantly demonstrated. The. dairy- 
| men throughout olir eastern states, ex- 
perienced as all of them are with tuber- 
culosis, are watching and waiting fora 
where they -can go and be.as- 
sured of purchasing animals free from 
tuberculosis. 

Every intelligent, thinking man in 
New England to-day is asking himself 
the question, “Where can I procure my 


-| milk, butter and cheese, with the abso- 


lute knowledge that I am not giving to 
my family the germs of consumption?” 

The Commission believe it useless to 
kill animals found inthe stateaffected 
with this disease, without ‘so regulat- 
ing the traffic as to prevent the en- 
trance of diseased animals from with- 
out, and having knowledge of the fact 
that under existing conditions animals 
affected with the disease are being con- 
stantly brought into our State and sold 
to our farmers, butchers and dairymen, 
thereby disseminating the contagion.

Gotham Swindlers 


Who Tried to Palm Off Worthless Serie 
of Non-Existing Corporations—The Police | 
Now Engaged on the Case. 


Beeston, Nov. 28.— New York sharpers 
seoording to bankers,of this city, have 
been at work during the past week in try- 
ing to swindle banks here. Fully $150,000 
of valueless paper, it is said, has been 
floated, though it is not known that any 
Boston. institution has been victimized, 
The banks and prominent brokers 
throughout the city have had their atten- 
tion called to the matter, and it is believed 
that the sharpers, as they are called, will 
find ita hard job to dispose of the paper, 
unles they manage to get some man to 
discount iton the representation that se- 
curity for the same is at the banks. 

In speaking of the matter yesterday 
afternoon a prominent bank president 
said that the gang, whose headquarters 
are in New York city, tries to get the 
money from the banks by putting the 
business paper through third parties, and 
that they are willing to take anywhere 
from 90 to 10 cents on the dollar.. 

Inspector Gerraughty of police head- 
quarters, who is chief of the bank squad, 
inthe absence of Inspector Houghton in 
the west, has been working on the matter

The Paper Is Simply Valueless. 


Before trying to pass off worthless pa: 
per, it is alleged that attempts have been 
made to get money from the banks by the 
presentation of bonds of the Duluth 
Water, Electric and Gas company, and 
while these are genuine bonds, it is stated 
that they are worth much —-less-than* 
value; which they arestated to be wort! al 

With the bonds In question are sent 
drafts. The other day the messenger of a 
reputable brokerage concern on Congrees 
street brought to one of the Boston banks 
10,000. of these bonds, which were said to 
be worth $3800, The messenger told the 
bank president that his concern had been 
requested to forward a draft, taking the 
bonds as security, but’an investigation 
showed that neither the brokers or the 
bank people had ever heard of the man 
that sent the bonds, and after a consulta- 
tion, it was deemed inadvisable to accept 
them. 

The matter was looked up, and it was 
shown that the last quotation of the 
bonds was placed at but 85, ani ifthe 
bank had accepted the bonds for security, 
as represented by the senders, the institu- 
tion would have been out more than $1200 
by the deal, at the lowest figure. 

During the day a well-dressed man came 
into thé bank and _ said that he was sorry 
that the bonds had been sent to the bank 
so early, but it was wished that they be 
accepted, He claimed to represent some 
trust company, but he refused to divulge 
either the name of the company or his 
own, and this made the banking people 
even more suspicious. He finally left the 
bank, and has not been seen since. 


Shocking Vandalism. . 

BRIDGEPORT, Conn., Nov. 26.—An un- 
known woman was killed on the New: 
York, New Haven and Hartford rail- 
road at Kast Bridgeport yesterday. She 
was struck by a freight train and horribly 
mutilated. Considerable money was scat- 
tered along the track, and. the effort to ob- 
tain possession of it is said to have caused 
a disgraceful row among the brakemen of 
the train. The earrings which the woman 
wore were also stolen before bystanders 
interfered to protect the body. A broken 
bottle which had contained whisky was 
found near the remains. “No clew to her 
identity has yet been discovered.

5. Provide for district supervision of all 
postal affairs by appointment of expert 
Postal officials from classified service as 
reconimended in my last annual report.

The address by Prof. John Phelps Tay- 
lor was powerful and thoughtful, elo- 
quent and inspiring. He chose for his 
text Deut. 12, 7: ‘There shall ye eat be- 
fore the Lord your God and he shall re- 
joice in all that ye put your hand unto 
and your households wherein the Tord 
thy God hath:blessed thee. 

He spoke in par‘ as follows: 


“Thanksgiving,—as—the—text—and—the 
verses preceding it show, was the key 
note of the Hebrew joy and the Hebrew 
feasts. Together they repaired to the 
altar and there offered their sacrifices -te 
an Almighty and benificent Father, ‘The 
sacredness of time tells the story of a 
deity glorified. Thirty centuries have 

assed, and America in her Thanksgiving 
has not supplanted but continued the He- 
brew feasts of old. Everywhere through 
out our broad land to-day gratified and 
thankful peeple are, like us here and now, 
bowing before God for his rich harvests. 
We and they are from the sinewy Saxon 
stock, We and they thank our Father, 
the Giver, for his blessings, our silver 
and gold, like the sands of the sea; our 
education, so manly, so progressive, so 
free;*our language, the richest’ in Chris- 
tendom. And the more we think of the 
innumerable benefits which we as an 
American nation enjoy the more do- we 
think of the old Hebrew words, ‘The 
Lord thy God hath chosen thee to be-a 
peculiar people.’ : 

‘But above all we must thank God to- 
| day that we are a Christian’ nation. 
Christianity is the law of our land, and 


the chief reasons of our prosperity. And 
yet there are many who think that, as 
time goes on, our Christianity becomes 
weaker. Why, one says look at our Sun- 
day newspaper, our Sunday concerts, our 
pleasure trips, our bicycle riding, which 
are drawing so many of our: young men 
from church and home. , Do these things 
point to a stronger Christianity?

It is ornamented with red cushions,

The’ livery- 
man who has charge of the stables of 
the lord mayor is compelled to search 
for two months in advance in order to 
find the six horses destined to drag dur- 
ing this memorable parade the formida- 
ble machine. The rest of the year there 
are only six horses in the stable.

Stewart Syndicate’s Bid For the 
Gold Loan Is Accepted. 


Big Increase In Gold Balante Will Soon 
Relieve the Treasury of Its Burdens, 
Bid Was For the Whole $50,000,000. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 27.—Secretary Car- 
lisle followed. the- course anticipated re- 
garding the acceptance of the syndicate 
bid for the whole of the néw 5 per cent 
loan, and assigned substantially the rea- 
sons which were generally expected. 

The award of the entire $50,000,000 to 
the syndicate headed by John A. Stewart 
of the United States Trust company was 
accompanied by a statement that the gov- 
ernment realized in that way $49,517 more 
than would have been realized by accept- 
ing the highest of the other bids. 

The- syndicate, in submitting their 
higher offer of $117.077 made the condition 
that they must have all the bonds, or the 
offer would’ not hold, I¢ seems that this 
condition was not attached to their 
lower bid of $116.8892 and the bal- 
ance of the bonds not bid for at a 
higher rate by smaller bidders would 
have been awarded to them under this bid 
if they had not submitted the higher one. 
It was by taking all the smaller bids at a 
higher‘rate and assigning the remainder 
of the bonds to the syndicate under the 
lower bid that the estimate was obtained 
O17 nore WA PORIIZed Tron the 
higher bid than could have been obtained 
in any other way. 

The two points made in these dispatches 
when the bids were opened that the ac- 
ceptance of the syndicate bid would result 
in the payment for the bonds in gold ob- 
tained outside the treasury, and that the 
acceptance of a single bid would. add 
greatly to the convenience of the treasury, 
were also used in the explanation fur- 
nished by the department, 

Prompt Deposits Expected, | 

It is the expectation of the treasury offi- 
cials that the deposits of gold for the pay- 
ment of the bonds will be made very 
promptly, and as the understanding is 
that none of the gold-is to be taken from 
the-treasury, an early restoration of the 
gold reserve to above the $100,000,000 mark 
will be the result. 

The bonds, including premium, will re- 
alize to the government about $58,500,000. 
The gold balance, which is now in round 
numbers $57,500,000, will, if the expecta- 
tions of the officials regarding the deposits 
of gold for the bonds are borne out, be in- 
creased to about $116,000,000, Before yester- 
day. however, thére had been $4,550,000 in 
gold drawn from the sub treasury at New 
York, presumably to be used in the pay- 
ment for bonds. 

Pregident Cleveland is very much grati- 
fied at-the success of the bond issue, He 
thought that it should be awarded to the 
Stewart syndicate, and notifled Secretary 


Carlisle to this effect. The secretary 

thereupon accepted the syndicate’s offer. 
A strong reason why. this offer should be 

accepted, in the mind of the president, 


was that it secured to the-treasury prac- 
tically the» whole -ameent in gold—they 
proposing to pay for the bonds in gold 
without taking any from the treasury. 

Of the other offers nearly all of them, 
where the figures are higher than the syn- 
dicate, would probably result in gold be- 
ing taken from the treasury to pay for the 
bonds.
